And all 
this has been achieved with hardly an 
ounce of native iron ore and with grossly 
deficient local coal supplies. 

Japan's astonishing steel achievement 
is no more than a symbol, furthermore, 
of a fundamental fact of inestimable long- 
range importance. There are other such 
symbols. There is the economic miracle 
‘of Hong Kong, with no resources 
whatever but now the leading light- 
industrial -world city, comfortably sup- 
porting a population of around 4 million. 
There is the impressive success of 
Taiwan, despite the burden of a swollen 
army.There-is the briliant beginning of 
take-off in overpopulated, still poverty- 
stricken South Korea. 


Work Harder 


The believers in environment and the 
believers in heredity must be left to 
argue about the origins of this bewilder- 
ing phenomenon. As to the phenomenon 
itself, however, there can be no doubt. 
Either something in. the. culture or 
something in the genes, or a bit of both, 
had endowed this particular group of Far 
Eastern peoples ‘with an enviable knack 
of getting ahead in the world. They work 
harder, they are quicker to seize new 
opportunities, they learn new techniques 
more rapidly than just about anyone else 
on’ earth. ‘ 

Thus far these rather crucial geo- 
political facts have been concealed from 
Western eyes by accidents of history— 
above the accident of the West's 
priority in industrialization. In the first 
stage, particularly, the industrial tech- 
nology invented in the West was bor- 
rowed in Asia by the Japanese alone. 
And even the Japanese were competi- 
tively hampered until the last great war 
by their swollen imperial ambitions. 


Mao’s Communism 


The Chinese, as Prof. John Fairbank 
has pointed out, had been supremely 
suceessful for much too long and were, 
therefore, much too self-satisfied. They 
refused to believe they had anything to 
learn from the West for a very long 
time. When the hard lesson was forced 
home in this century, their first really 
major importation was Mao’s com- 
munism a Western-inspired system 
that. might have been designated by 
Providence to frustrate the © Chinese 


Fi 


genius, which happens to be capital 
creation. , 
Even without the Chinese of the 
mainiand, but including the South 
Vietnamese, the Japanese achievement 
to date foreshadows a very great future 
role in the world for this group of Far 
Eastern peoples. Today-westerners take 
them for granted,-but are fools to do so. 
The earthquake tremors in China, 
furthermore seem to presage the kind of 
sharp adaptation of the Communist 
system that will give free rein to Chinese 
genius. When and if such a change bears 
its full fruit, the total weight in the 
, world of all these peoples will certainly 
‘be many times the present weight of 
_Japan._That-implies-an-eventual-upset-of 
the whole world balance that is all but 
unimaginable ‘in the Atlantic-centred 
present. F 

These are only a few of the reasons 
why the United States, as a Pacific great 
power, has a vital interest ‘in the future 
development of Eastern Asia — which is 
one of the prime stakes in the game in 
Viet Nam. There are other stakes in the 
game, too, such as the potential wealth 
and weight of Indonesia, the vigor and 


prosperity...of..Thailand,the promise of 


Malaya and so on and on. 


No Serious Pressure 


To be sure, the states can also be 
judged in another way. If the President's 
opponents had any familiarity with Asia, 
and were also a bit more crue) and 
cynical, they could even make a logical 
ease for their favored policy of scuttle- 
and-run in Viet Nam. After all, Maoist 
China’s peculiar combination of sterility 
and dementia does not exert very serious 
competitive pressure on other nations. 

Whereas the American effort in Viet 
Nam is one of the strongest factors 
tending to promote a great change in 
China, And if that change comes, and 
China starts down the Japanese road 
(from a much more favorable resources- 
start than Japan), the world competition 
is certain to. become very rough Indeed 
before very long. x 

But it would be degrading for the 
United States to let its role be influenced 
by fear of future competition in this 
vast, hardly understood drama of the 
Asian peoples thrusting into the modern 
world. We must be ready to hold our end 
up in the future, as we are holding our 
end up in Viet Nam today, while helping 
our Asiar future, too. *
